could be longer. 
He met with reporters after 
the chiefs of air offensive and 
defensive forces gave their 
personal and secret estimates 
to a session of the U.S. mili­ 
tary high command on the 
ability of their units to re­ 
spond to Soviet attack. 
McElroy said there are rea­ 
sons to believe the Russians 
will not have their ICBM ’s 
ready for combat any sooner 
than the Atlas. 
Asked if Russia had encoun­ 
tered the same delay as the 
United States, he replied: 
“ We do have some informa­ 
tion . . . we believe that they 
had serious trouble. Whether 
they worked out that trouble, 
we don’t know.” 
Then, to another question, 
McElroy said it was possible 
Russia would have operation­ 
al a few, perhaps 10, missiles 
by the end of this calendar 
year. 
McElroy was asked how 
many missiles Russia would 
need to have operational in 
order to attack th e United 
States. 
He replied, “ Oh, some hun­ 
dreds.”

The 
fear of the people that technicalities wou ld 
obstru ct ju stice has often provok ed a mob to 
tak e the law into its own hands.

The advance in psychiatric research has 
certainly been responsible for the belief that 
many criminals can be rehabilitated. The pu n­ 
ishment which lasts the longest is that which 
trou bles the conscience. Even those who are 
paroled after a few years in prison find it 
hard to meet the cold glances of their fellow 
citizens, who never forget the crime.

Co tu Tu sive Evid en ce 
Treason, to be su re, is pu nishable by death 
or imprisonment, and the United States has 
not failed to execu te traitors where the evi­ 
dence was conclu sive. The Rosenbergs, for in­ 
stance, who helped convey secrets to Klau s- 
Fu chs, were tried and execu ted, thou gh there 
was a last-minu te attempt to get them a re­ 
prieve.
